XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia during the months of July, 
August, and September, 1933. 


July.—tThe rainfall during the month can be divided into the results obtained from three separate 
depressions which advanced through the State from the Indian Ocean on the 3rd, 10th, and 25th 
to 27th. Some comparatively slight gaugings were registered on other days but, apart from the time 
occupied by the passage of the three depressions, the weather in the main was marked by rather long 
intervals of High Pressure during which bright, sunny days with cold nights were experienced, and 
minima as a whole were lower than usual. 


In most instances the July registrations were below the average. The biggest aggregate occurred 
over South-West coastal areas and in the lower South-West. Cape Leeuwin measured 7-89 inches, 
followed by Jarrahdale with 6-71, Denmark 6-09, and Greenbushes 5-95 inches. 


Throughout the wheat belt the falls were necessarily smaller. In the Midland country and along 
the Wongan Hills line the totals were unevenly distributed, and the deficiencies ranged from about a 
quarter of an inch to nearly two inches. At the North-Eastern, Central, and Southern portions, the de- 
ficiencies varied from little less than half an inch to an inch and a-half. These deficiencies were 
certainly high but were not exceptional. Other years in which July was dry were 1884, 1889, 1914, 1923, 
and 1929. 


Throughout the pastoral country including the De Grey, some good falls were received, chiefly on the 
5th, 10th, 18th to 20th, and on the 26th. 


In the De Grey and Gascoyne the month’s totals were in many instances above the average, but 
on the Goldfields the totals showed slight defects, and here the need of a good soaking downpour 
was eagerly awaited. 
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_ With such a sequence of cold nights, which were experienced also in ‘the Metropolitan area, 
minima were lower than usual, but day temperatures showed little difference from the usual monthly 
readings. 


Some severe gales were experienced during the course of the month across the Bight, and shipping 
had an unenviable experience. In Perth, winds reaching gale force were encountered on the 24th 
and 25th. 


August.—The development of the high pressure areas to the South of the State, similar to 
those of last April, were a feature of the pressure systems during the first three weeks of August, 
and the want of a really good rain throughout the wheat-belt was causing considerable anxiety. 
Rain was noted on the 3rd, but the only good falls were confined to the North and a few of the 
North-Eastern portions ; the remaining districts reporting almost negligible results. 


A period of fine, bright weather, with cold nights and drying winds, ensued before the next rain 
on the 18th was measured. Here again, the falls were mostly light, except at a few central and 
southern districts, and the position was not relieved until the 24th, when the first falls, ushering 
in a widespread tropical rain, were received. ‘These continued till the 27th and were then linked 
up with another disturbance which resulted in further rains, bringing the monthly totals cither 
above or very little short of the avergae. 


The pastoral divisions also derived considerable benefit from the depression which passed over 
the wheat belt, particularly during the last week, while an unusual rain in the Kimberley District 
on the 10th and 11th brought the month’s totals above average. 


In the Fortescue, Gascoyne and Goldfields country, the same splendid registrations were effected 
between the 24th and 31st, the Fortescue leading with 266 points at Onslow and 203 points at 
Mardie. Throughout the Gascoyne and Goldfields the falls were widespread on the 24th, 25th, 26th 
and 30th, and in the latter division, which was in need of a good rain, the falls were most oppor- 
tune, 


September.—The good rains which were experienced in Western Australia during the last week 
of August, and did so much to brighten the seasonal outlook, were followed during September by 
further showery spells from the Gascoyne Southwards, and although the falls over the wheat-belt 
were generally light to moderate on these occasions,they were beneficial, and reports at the end 
of the month indicated, that the crops, although short, were promising well in most districts. 


The first few days of the month were mostly fine under high-pressure control, but on the 5th 
and 6th a disturbance brought useful rains generally South from Gascoyne, and these were fol- 
lowed on the 8th by further showers which accompanied another disturbance. A short spell of fine 
weather followed, but this was soon followed by a series of disturbances, which, between the 14th 
and 17th, brought useful falls again from the Gascoyne Southwards. A longer period of fine weather 
then set in, which, in the agricultural districts, continued till the end of the month, except for 
a few very light and scattered showers. The South-West coastal areas received light falls about 
the 26th, and a fairly extensive belt of rain was experienced from parts of the Gascoyne across the 
Goldfields to the far South East on the 27th and 28th. The last day of the month witnessed the de- 
velopment of another disturbance, which, during the opening days of October, brought another 
widespread light to moderate and useful rain through the wheat-belt and the West and South-West 
coastal areas. 


The total rainfall for the month was generally below normal, but the deficiency was largely off- 
set by the distribution of the falls through the period. The North Coastal and North Central sub- 
divisions averaged 70 to 80 points for the month, the South Central subdivision about 120 points 
and the South-West coastal areas about 250 to 400 points. 


Practically no rain was recorded in the Kimberley, De Grey and Fortescue divisions, and the Gas- 
coyne received only from 20 to 30 points. Over the Goldfields the falls amounted to over 50 points 
at several places, although the majority of stations registered only from 20 to 40 points.
